Montana, 3. (our 
boat) Antelope,4. Lady Pike, 5. Helena CityvJB. No 
name, 1. St Louis, 8. Lady Jane, 9. Otter and 3,0: 
Autocrat. 

The second fleet was Bivens’ of nine boats, these 
were common Flat boats, and were of different 
length they had small cabins on the stem, they set 
sail on the 2$th. and therefore I do not know the 
names of the boats. 

The third, was the German Flats of nineteen boats 
these were common Flats or mud scows j the family 
boats had cabins but the others were the plain scow 
used iji the states for hauling mud- 
The boats spoken of above were all built of pine 
i umber. Fleet No. 4; belongingto Van Cleave 

£9 Hanson, oonsisted of four boats, built of Cotton¬ 
ed lumber, and sharp ateach end like the orig- 
eai Mackinaw boat, there were a few other boats 
mien were built for use of private families, one of 
these was the handsomest boats inihe outfit which 
they called the “Gipsey «el,l” it was built similar to 
Anox s boats only on a smaller spale. 

Having described the boats, l will now proceed 
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to describe die trip. 

this morning we"hurried about and got our things 
from the wagoil into the boat, and at ten o’clock our 
boat got its crew on board which consisted of the fol¬ 
lowingnamed p?rsons, mrs. h. l. hosmrb, miss S. 
K. I Insmer, U. L. Hosmer, L. E. T tiger soil of Wis¬ 
consin H.’Sf Campbell of Detroit, Edward Hos- 
meV of I riaventvoith, W.M. Buehannan of Sioux 
City, O. D. Harrett of washing to nV O. C. Sheldon 
Schinidt a (lutchman from eastern Iowa and myself 
we started on rapid and sailed down one mile and 
r amped for the rest of the boats to come up, in go- 
ing.thgt mile we passed through five rapids, rye en- 
t rimped in a thicket, after landing some of our men 
i?tribe woods on file and it burnt very pretty for a- 
whtle, we loafed around until about three o’clock 
• h'ni most of the boats arrived and then we all set 
tail -for America, there were abouttwenty boats with 
.ts at this time. After going about two miles we 
made our exitfrom the canyon, and sailed on, after 
goihgTovtr miles-we ran bn a gravel bar, our men 
jumped inti the water to get the boae off, some of 
tfiem 1 j umped a b-ttle too far and went into Water a- 
c ;ve raelr waists, but \?e fin illy got off and sailed 
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down eight miles and hauled up to an island, when 
we arrived a large Elk with immense antlers crossed, 
tne river^ som; of oar boys attempted to follow it 
but it gave them the slip by recrossing and they hav¬ 
ing no means of follow 1 ng were obliged to abandon 
the puts nit. An old hunter told ns that we hid 
ch 'sen a very good spot for fighting Indians because 
said he, “the Indians will not fight unless they 
have the advanrage,” and here we bad the advantage 
because the islani was covered with willows, and 
furnished ambush for us as well as the red skins. 

We cook-d onr supper of bacoq and potatoes, 
and ate it, after .hey had all had theirs appe/s, they 
formed i meeting and (diaries Divis au old Oillssou- 
ari steambo itmiu was elected pilot of the fleet, and 
Lieut. ttobert'Shilling a min who h id seen cousid- 
. erable serviceih til slate war,on: mi.itayy commiu- 
der. we then retired to our boats, and it was very

*e» .Sept, — \Ve arose very early, got breakfast 
at la ilt past five and were afloat at six, soon after 
starting we saw an Elk fight on one of the distant 
dh huls. 

ihe river still continues to be full of rapids and 
are very dangerous ones, the country thtough 
which we aie now passing is an open plain,, and 
seemed as it it were filled with mounds. 
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At about ten o'clock as. the boat* were passiu?

At two o clock we started, and after gom* a short 
distance, at a bend w the rivei where che wa er had 
cut under a high rock, the current was very rapid 
and toe channel runs very close to the rock and it 
requires a skilful steersman to pass it in safety all 
passed by safely except the “Lady J ane” which ran 
into the rock and stove a hole in the bottom so we 
had to stop to fix her, this let the flat boats set the 
advantage. We landed in a thick Cotton wood grove 
we were here about an hour and then Parted 
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a®, Twelve miles below Sawyer’s camp we passed 
the mouth of the Big Rosebud river, which is about 
half a mile wide at its mouth, and when we passed 
: it looked rather .shallow, we went on aud at half 
| past five we turned a bend in the river, which 
runs at the base of a large mountain, it looked as 
if it might be an ambush for Indians, the river was 
I 1 not over four hundred yards wide, notwithstanding 
trie lo)ks of this place our pilot made himself inter¬ 
esting by crossing and camping on the opposite side 
of.the river which was the w ’rst of the two, I w:uld 
not speak of this if there had been any necessity of 
stopping, but the sun was over an hoar high, and 
we could get better camping grounds below. 

Our camping giound this night was among a lot 
< of dry timber and on a bank ten feet high, fronfall 
| uppeatances it nad lately been the camping ground 
| of a band of Indians, a great m my in the fleet com¬ 
plained of this camp to the Commander in Chief, 
who answered in a very interesting tone “I would 
not want a better place for fighting Indians,” but 1 
most of the fleet did net have thas opinion of the place 
because it was plain to be seen that it the red skins !i 
fc.iftuld attack us we would have to take to our boats 
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md the rave* being full of rapids we were in dan* 
ger of sinking our craft, aud breaking onr necks get* 
ting down thebctnk if we had to fly during the night* 
but luckily the Indians did not attack us. w* had 
a supper of tried' Elk, then spread our blankets on. 
the {ground and retired. • 

Sept, 30.— We'arose ’this morning at half past 
tht.ee, the-dew that fell during tae night we; our 
i blankets through, a few moments ader we arose a 
voice from oui boat said a, man was in trouble, we 
went to see who it was and. it turned out t >be Schmidt 
Who had gone t > get some water to make coffee, and 
fell head foremost down the bank, we got him out 
and his first exclamationtwaf fr Aline Got uud Him* 
mel.” we set sail at tw nty minutes after six, the 
country now breaks.into Yellow sand stone cliffs 
, it is from these aocks ; that the river receives its n ime. 

The Flat b uts were ahead Ursimoratag, and che 
I rapias still outinue to ne b 1 1, at half p ist ten we 
| came tp a very fiad one, a fiat bo n got upon a boul- 
I der in this rapid uud could not be moved, a man 
: starteJ -with a rope iu.usmaii row b. at tebe of as-

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when somebody threw him a rope which he succeed¬ 
ed in catching, ona was thus saved from a waterv 
grave. Our boats came along just as this man start¬ 
ed out, ar.d our bo r was the only one of the Mack- 
maw's that st uck, and we lan’dedon a boulder in 
the middle of the liver, the resc of boats went on 
ana waited'for us a mile below, we were almost dip¬ 
ping water when we swung off, we expected every 
moment to sefethe bottom our - f boat floating on a- 
head. This rapid answers the d-scription of the 
first rapid of the Yellowstone, mentioned by Lewis 
& Clarke. 

w* went on and met the rest of the fleet, and all 
proceeded on together. In the forenoon we saw' 
as we imagined aherd of Buffalo feeding but I think 
it was only a mirage- Dating the day we passed 
» great many grey cliffs with large veins of coal 
running through them, these cliffs were very high 
and invariably at the base was a rapid. Tne bad 
rapids still continue at) dm the afternoon in descend¬ 
ing one, we ran into a tree that had lately been fal¬ 
len by beaver’s, and broke a double barrelled shot

Pompeys Pillar is a large yellow atons ro#k, and 
can be ascended only from one side, it seems as it 
the river had cut it from the main range of yellow .1 ini- 
stone which is on tne nor*h side 01 the river, the 
river beads around the rock which is over three ima^ 
died feet in height, and. perpen licuhr, all except 
at the back where you can ascend, we did not stop 
and 1 can therefore only speak from appearances. 

About thirty five miles from where we carnpeu 
as" night, we passed three points of yellow .-tons 
on th* n.wth side of the river, yrnich seemed to be 
corared with hyeroglyphics, and as no one aa i nam- 
od them before us we called them the " l’hree To ■ 
ers”. 

The cottonwood groves still continue andsoifle a

r.oises was a peculiar whistle, long, ttilling' and,! 
^lent,. which came from different directions.. T 
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Aroused my suspicions that all was not right, and 
that the Indians were in reality upon us, and were 
surrounding us, and signalling ea«h other, to mark 
their progress. I roused the family and we chang¬ 
ed our quarters to the boat, with the Intention, as a 
last resort, to push out into the stream, in case of an 
attack, but just as we had got fairly located in thd 
boat, one of the guards came in, and on making 
known to him our apprehensions, he, on hearing the 
marvellous whistle,' informed us that it was the call 
of the male to the female Elk, and was very com¬ 
mon, in the rutting season with those animals. 

We slept soundly after this, until the hour arriv¬ 
ed to make preparations for our departure in the 
morning, and awaked with scalps untouched by the 
“friendly sons rf the forest.” 

October 2. — This morning we were afloat at 
twenty minutes of six, it was a very beautiful morn¬ 
ing, and we sailedon down by the yellow bluffs, and 
picturesque groves. 

At nine o’clock We passed the mouth of the Big 
horn river, this river gives a muddy color to the Yel¬ 
lowstone whieh heretofore has been very clear, tho 
liver also begins to grow wider anda great deal of the 






time to-day, the river was over a m he ia width 

The Bighorn river comes in from the south an I 
is not very wide at ita mouth,. At the mouth of this 
river there is a very prettysitefora town, and before 
many years shall pass away, t v, i8 jnetrop.olis of i{ou,-, 
tana will be at the .mouth of tiie Bighorn river, and 
more man likely some of the members of the last 
Legislature will take up theinbode in this vicinity

middle of the river, we were behind most of day, 
at last night (which was always welcome) came, we 
camped in a grove of straggling trees, after supper 
we all went to work to rig a sail-pole for the boats, 
they were all finished by ten o’clock and looking 
through the moon-light we could almost imagine 
a large harbor of commereial vessels in front of us, 
and tor a description of what was at our back, 1 
will refer my readers to the last part of Goldsmiths 
poem of the Deserted Vil.age. 

October 5. — This morning we arose at half past 
five, it was a very beautiful morning, and s ion after 
starting we came in sight ot blue mountains in the 
distance,^we expected to reach the Missouri by e* 
veiling, but we were deceived, we passed wore of 
the red hills spoken of by Lewis & Clarke. 

At about nine o’clock we passed the mouth at' 
Ponder liiver, which comes from the south. At

of the Sioux and Assinaboines, at this place we me 
an'old Indian of the Gros Ventres, whom they call 
ed“Long Hair” on account of his hair being s 
long that it nearly touched the ground, and hi 
prized it very highly, he had lost his daughter 
he explained her dying to us as well as he couI< 
by signs, and in mourning for her he had cut hi 
hair close to his h--:ad. 

Here we met Captain Bassett with sixty rebe 
soldiers who were guarding the fort, we visited thi 
the sutlers store and bought some cauned grape; 
damsons, etc 

wb overtook the whole of Bivens’ fleet here!; as 
two large flat boats from Fort Benton, which wen 
by tiisr names of Helena City and Haw Hide Clip 
per.

their boat, and they were forced to give themselves 
up. The Indians massacred them all 

About one o’clock we passed the mouth of Hart 
River, some Indians appeared on the bank with a 
white flag, we supposed from this that they were 
friendly, but when they invited us to come on shore 
we did not accept their invitation, the boats were 
all ahead except the “Raw Hide Clipper,” which 
was with us. 

Hart River is a stream of clear water, and comes 
into the Missouri from the west side, under a high 
bluff, at a bend in the river. 

We sailed on with a head wind, and at evening 
we'passed the other boats which were encamped on 
Burnt Boat Island, this island receives its name 
from the steamer “ Assin%boine,” which was burnt 
off this island, it is sometimes called Assinaboine 
Island, but not very often, we sailed onfall night. 

at about eleven o’clock we came across an old 
Buffalo bull who was swimming the river, our boys 
fired several shots at him, but did not succeed in 
killing him, so we landed, and followed him over a 
sandy plain about a mile, and then succeeded in 
bringing him to the ground, we butchered him, and 






took half onboard of the “Raw Hide Clipper,” ^4 
the other half we took ourselves . 

Boriiig the night we passed Fort Rice, without 
seeing it, and were looking for it ail the next day, 
but haying come up the river since, l can explain 
utc situation. It is situated on an elevated bank, 
on til* west side of the river, and is backed by the, 
open prairie. The river ac this place is about a 
mile wide, and is very shallow, this is the largest 
fort on tue river and is directly opposite to the 
place where S iliy and Sibley had their battle with 
the Santee oioux- 

October 11. -r Tihriy this morning we passed the 
month of Cannon Bail River, the mouth of this riv¬ 
er is filled with rocks of different sizes, all of wnieh 
u r. round ire a cannon ball, it is from these that 
th'.; river receives its name, this comes io.on the west 
Blue Urn miles below Fort Rice. 

After going twenty three miles further we came 
to Bo, vtr hiver which comes in from the east. 

Before reaching Beaver River, we were followed 
seven or eight miles, by an Indian, who hailed us, 
but we somehow did not like his .countenance, and 
therefore did not land, when he found he could not 





get us to go on shore, he hallooed some gibbeiish 
which we understood to be, that some Dakotah In¬ 
dians wanted to make a treaty with us, but we gate 
bimtp understand that we had nothing for that pur¬ 
pose, and so lie left us. 

During the day we passed the moutn ot Grand 
• River this is a small stream and comes in from tiia 
w-st this was allot account that happened this day, 
but during the night we got hard aground, every 
body jumped overboard, and is, three quarters or 
an horn* we were off and sailing on. 

October 15 — About seven o’clock we passed th# 
the mouth of Moreau River, this river comes in 
from the west, when we passed there was a small 
rise and this stream, although small, came in with 
meat rapidity, sending water so thick with mud 
tkat we could see it floating, we had nothing to set 
.i P out coffee, but if my readers hail seen the hot 
tom ot our cups, they would say we had something 

t0 Iwted on with a head wind all day. About 
i noon we saw a steamer some distance ahead, every 
body was making up their minds to desert the ooat 
wc sailed on, and a little below the mouth of tap 
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Little Cheyenne River, we came to the boat, it wa« 
the steamer “Belle Peoria,” but was high and day 
on a sand bar about eighty yards either way to wa- 
t^r, we went oh board of her and looked around, we 
found three barrels ot coal oil, and the jjahin furni¬ 
ture all there,but the boat was deserted, we were 
here about an hour, and then proceeded down the 
river, after go'ng about four miles we stopped to 
gather bull berries, these berries are like the red 
currant, we had a head wind all day, toward night 
we were hailed by a party of soldiers, whom we at 
first thought were Indians, and we made tracks for 
the opposite side of the river, but when we found 
that they spoke English we landed, we found that 
one of their horses had given out, and that a sol¬ 
dier wanted trgo on with us, we consented, and he 
eame on board, night came on, and it was very dark, 
eo dark that we could not see where to go, so we 
tied up under a high bank for the moon to rise and ^ 
then started oe. 

October 16 —> This morning was a very pleasj 
ant one. wa sailed along with a sail raised most of 
the day. 

At eleveu o'clock we passed tfie mouth of the Big 




Cheyenne River, the water in this river is of a milk 
ish hue, this river comes in from the west. 

Soon after passing the Cheyenne we were passec 
by the rest of fleet, they travelled with us until eve 
ning, when they camped on the west bank -of th< 
river, and we went on. 

. Soon after leaving them the wind began to bio? 
very hard, we raised the sail, and went along verj 
nicely until we reached the mouth of a small strean 
which goes by the name of Shanty River, here w< 
hauled up rather quick on a sand bar, with diflicul 
ty succeeded in lowering the sail, then came thun 
der and lightning, Payne was cooking his suppei 
at the time, and-he got frightened, and. he would 
very often say -‘we’ll all be killed, we’ll all be struck 
by lightning, chere’s too much iron on this boat,’ 
and other expressions which showed that he waa 
fearful that his day had come. Finally it began to 
rain, and Payne was going to be on the safe side, 
so he takes his coffee-pot and empties its contents 
into the fire, when he found the coffee did not extin- 
' gubh it, he takes a bucket full out of the Mtssour 
a tries that, with this be succeeds. The storrr 
♦till continues, and Payne still complains of th< 
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lishtfcing* to the great amusement of the rest of our 
r»artr After raining about an hour tbestorm ceas¬ 
ed. most of the men jumped overboard and soon 
trot the boat off the bar, we raised the. sail andstart- 
ed, and we felt like saying in the language of ths 

C “How calm, how beautiful comes on 
The stilly hour, when storms are gone: 
When warring winds have died away, 

And clouds, beneath the glancing ray, 

Melt off, and leave the land and sea 
Sleeping in bright tranquillity!” 

After getting off the bar we sailed down one mile 
and camped on a high bank, the men had to go half 
a mile for wood to make a fire, and there was but 
oiie dry match in the outfit, and with this they suc¬ 
ceeded in lighting the fire. 

Soon after our arrival Major Barrett (who was 
fixing the fire,) went to the boat, and asked Payne 
[who°was yet excited,] to hand him some kindlings, 
Payne answers “get them yourself if yon want 
them.” Barrett then told him not to be a fool, 
Payne then said “you call me a fooll where’s my 
gun?” after rummaging around awhile he found his 
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hall, and while we were there the fort was surroun¬ 
ded by Indian tiepies, or as they are more common¬ 
ly called, wigwams, alter looking around awhile, 
we returned to the boat, about supper time, the 
“grub” looked a great deal better than any we had 
seen since we left Virginia 


And 1 being aware of the fact that I had 'had 
nothing to eat, since the preceding morning, made 
up iny mind that I was hungry, and took steps ac¬ 
cordingly. 

October 18. — The Indian Commission consist¬ 
ed of the following, Major General Curtis, of Keo- 
kuk Brigadier General Siblev of Minnesota, Her. 
Mr. Reed ot xspworth, Iowa, Hon Orrin Guernsey 
and son. of Janesville Wisconsin, Brevet Lieut.

chiefs of tbe On k pah pah band of Sioux this chief 
is a tail savage looking fellow, and is sail to be a 
great friend of the whites, we had very good meals 
on the boat and felt quite at home. 

In che evening we visited the Indian camp, and 
saw them dance, I will explain as well as L c m their 
mode of dancimg. Tney form a circle composed 
of four or five males, and the same number of fe¬ 
males, then the old chief begins to halloo and jump 
up and down, soon after this the squaws join in 
the chorus, and thus they keep it up, until morn¬ 
ing light appears. 

“Making night hideous, and we fools of nature. 
So horridly to shake our disposition, [soulTj 
• With thoughts beyond the reaching of oiu* 
After witnessing their dance, and healing their 
unearthly yells, we returned to our boat, more en¬ 
lightened, as to the Indian character 
^October 19. —This morning we saw a very fine 
eclipse of the sun.

After this was ov^t we returned to the boat and 
got diuner. After dinner we returned to the fort 
to hear the council with the Blackfeet (hostile) 
band of Sioux, this tribe was so wiid that it was 
with difficuliy that the commissioners succeeded in 
getting the head men into council. 

This tribe was represented by the following viz 
wah-hah-ohnnk-i-ah-pee, or The One that is^ used 
as a Stiield, wah-mun-dee-wak-kon-o, or War Ea¬ 
gle Oya-hiiL-di-a-man-nee, or The track that rings' 
when it walks, and Snon-kah-hon-skah, or Lost 
Dog, a speech was made by the former and a trearv

It is raining 
and snowing, consequently we spent the day in the 
cabin The pilotbegins ro complaio, and says, “it 
will be impossible to get the boat down this season,” 
the liver is failing two or three inches every twen¬ 
ty four hours, and dark prospects of getting down 
begin to loom up, we have very good meals, and 
have to enjoy ourselves by sitting in the cabin. 

October 24. — Still in quarters and no prospect 
of departing very soon. 

October 25. — A messenger arrived about noon 
from Col. Patlee, and reported to the Commission¬ 
ers, that he left the Colonel the night before, one 
hundred miles back on the Fort Rice road, with fif¬ 
ty Indians belonging to the Ogalala Sans Arc; Min- 
neconjou, Oukpahpah and Blackfett bands of S oux 
and would be at Fort Suliy in four days, and they 
wanted the Commissioners to wait, and treat with 
them.

we got off, then we ran back to last place we took 
on wood, and camped there for the night- 
October 28. — Early this morning the CipUia

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a<*ain started, and again struck the bar, they then

OuoUm 30. — Started rather early, at aeveo 
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o’clock we passed old Fort George, which is at the 

commencement of the Big Bend, nomine remains 
ot this foit bat two chimneys, they stand on a small 
. bluff on the west side of tae river. 

We made a very good run to-day. bat we were 
stopped by sand bars a great number of times, and 
as s >ou as we would stop the nigger and spars would 
be at work. 

About noon we passed the m uth of Medicine 
Creek, it is a small stream and comes in from the 
eart. It is said that its banks are covered with 
Prairie Dog Villages. 

A great quantity of mush ice has been floating in 
the rfvei to-day, and we have apprehensions that it 
will freeze up before we can get down. 

we camped this night near the head of the Big 
Bend, the passengers spent the evening in playing 
games ot different characters. 

Oetooer 31. — Started this morning before day¬ 
light", and while we were at breakfast we heard a 
tremendous thumping on the bottom of the boat, 
cups ot coffee were upset, the. table was cleared, 
and the passengers all hurried to the deck to see 
what the matter was. It turned out to be y. reef of 
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rocks which the boat had run on, they are very bad 
in low water, bat when the river is high they can 
be passed over without any difficulty. The river at 
this season was very low, and was also filled with 
floating ice, and this hindered the pibt’s steering 
We were on these rock? until cnree o’clock in the 
afternoon, they had the spars at work a little while 
but they didn’t seem to do any good, so they stopped 
them. After they found the spars would do no 
good, the mate and four men wentashore and mad* 
a “dead man.” A -‘dead man” is four sticks plan¬ 
ted m the ground, and an anchor cr a stout piece 
of wood ,3 placed between them, [we used an a“ 
chor/| a rope was attached to the anchor, aa d 
brought oq the boat, they then wound the rope 
around the capstan, winch is worked by the 
engine, wo broke four hawsers, and then did Sot 
get off, so we tried a fifth one and with it succeed

This ni"fit we landed at che foot of the Big Bend., 
the crew made up their minds that they wouldiand 
here for the winter, after landing they reported this 
to the Commission. Gen Sibley to.d them they 
could laud here, but the Government would not be 
«nn«h\e for their boat, after hearing this taey

fmS y of the passengers visited Fort Thompson 
Xk 8 four nnles by land from where we camped. 
November 1 — Started beiore flay-Ught At

Just after passing Crow Creek Agency, we ran 
on a sand bar, and spent the day, we dia not off 
until after dark, we then went ashore and laid un for 
the night. r 

November 2 - Gen. Sibley, Col. Thoratonand 
the soldiers, left the boat this morning, to - 0 bv 
I md ti Fort Randall. They left us two Indian 
messengers, . to put off at American Creek and 
Wmte River? they were left to cake word to Gen. 
bioley, whether the boat could cross the bars at the 
above named places, or not, audit not they ar - 
1 anged it so as to bring wagons down, and take the 
passengers. 

Major Shreve, a Paymaster in the U. S \ 
on board at tnis place, we started about cen o’clock 
and saded along very nicely, athalfpast eleven we 
came m sight of American Creek, then earne d 
thought “blow for another day’s visit to a sand bar ’’ 
but we passed over it ail right, after pasdu, tne

and the banks are bordered -with straggling trees. 

After getting past this river we lasted to let the 
other me ssenger off, and as we left we could see 
him ascending and descending hills, until he was 
lost to view. 

To-d< \ we mode siVv miles, but we could notgefc 

alo’rMV ithout the daily disaster. The one that h »p- 
peued to-day was off St. Mary’s bland, at which 
place the rudder of the bo it came m contact wnh 
a s rad bar and was unshipped, and it was with 
mucii trouble that the pilot succeeded m geUug a- 

^November 3. — At an early hour we started, and 
at ten o'clock we passed the Bijou Hdls, these hills 
are some live miles al -ng the river they are very 
hvm and bare ot verdure of any kind. 1 hese hnls 
are the most picturesque sceaery on the Low© 







Missouri. We sailed on, and about noon we got 
aground of Little Cedar Island, we soon worked 
off, then we sailed up stream three quarters of a 
mile,, aud camped. The. Captain and four men 
went to sound the bar, but they could not find a 
' place deep fttough for the boat to cross, so they r ~- : 
turned with the expectation thatthe bar would wash 
away during che night. 

November 4 - we had to stay all day, at the 
landing before mentioned, on account of ahead 
wind, near the bank was a thicket of rose bushes 
1 was roving among these-thorny plants, and tore my 
‘•Sunday Breeches,” as soon as I discovered the rent 
I founu the chambermaid and had her sew them ud ’ 
so it might nc.be seen, but three days afterwards a 
keen eye discovered the.stitches, and wasn’t there a

in an upper berth said ,l the way I found out that 
we had struck a bar, was by waking up and finding 
myself on the floor ” we soon worked oyer the bar 
and was again sailing oil. 

To-day the wind was not so strong, wemade very 
poor progress, we stopped to wood .1 times 
during che day. At abmit three o’clocT we came 
ia sight of a flag-staff, and almbstas s:on as we saw 
it, a sand bar came in our way, and we slopped, the 
r.i'Tger and spars soon got us off and we s died on. 

°After sa ling aboutfour miles we landed in a beau¬ 
tiful ccttcnwood grove, we walked through this 
grove which is about a half a mile in length, at the 
end of the grove is the village of Fort Randall, in the 
c en trv? ol the village is the fort, [which is the hand¬ 
somest one on the river.] inside of the fort are the 
Officers Quarters and Dwellings and tne Parade 
Ground. Outside of the fort are the Residence of 
Gen. Todd, a Sutler’s Store, a Photographic Gal¬ 
lery, a Block House, and a few private dwelling*. 

We all wanted to leave the boat, and take the 
6t age for Sioux City, as soon as the Calypso landed 
myfather hired an Indian to take him across the 
rver in a dug-out, ro that he could engage passage 
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iu the coach, but the could not take our baggage, 
and had a sideling road to cross oathe banks of the 
Missouri, and we remembering our disaster in the 
GaHatin Valley, coucluded not to take it 

My father went to fisit Gen. To id. and his sou 
came with Irs horre and carriage, and took my sis- 
ter and self out to grave-yard, for a ride, it was o- e ^ 
hug dark, and one of mem said they saw a ",iosc, 
as soon as the word‘-ghost” was u.tered, the old 
nurse was v\ heeled around and they started backtr 
the fort at a rapid rate, but as soon as they had pass¬ 
ed the first house in the village the horse lessened 
ns -peed, \Y e drove around the village, and then 
returned to the boat. 

November f> — Left the fort before day-lio-bt. 
A short distance below Fort Randall, on the south 
; of the river some distanc from the bank is a 
oirge lock which is called the “Tower,” from its 
*hupe,you can see it after passing Andy’s Point 
" inch is the grove before mentioned. 

After going twelve miles we got aground, we 
■f° 0 “ '! orked wesaUeddowa two miles and 

landed at the Yankton Agency, they were here two 
hours trfkiug account of stock, of some of the things 
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tb.it the Commissi on left on their journey up the riv. 

( V. we went up into the village, and saw some Big 
Chiefs, among others was “Strike the Ree,” head 
chief of the Yanis ton band of Sioux, while we were 
here, wo'bought some Moccasins, and Dr. Wood 
bought each of his little boys a pipe, and gave them 
some strong'tobacco to smoke, and before the day 
was done, the boys were sick a bed. 

At halt part two we reached the mouth of the 
Niobrara River, this comes in from the south west, 
jh its mouth it is a quarter of a mile wide and also 
very shallow'. The English name tor this stream 
is linmvng waceu, and the French name [by which 
it is more commonly known] is L’eau qui Court, we 
were . ofl a bar at the mouth o 1 this river for a half 
an hoar, after getting off we again started. This 
river forms the boundary line between Dakocah 
and Nebraska. The country in this vicinity is claim¬ 
ed by the Ponka (friendly) band of Sioux. Two 
miles below the L’eau qni Court, ou the Nebraska 
side of the river, is a little place containing four 
bouses aud is called Niobrara City., 

At three o’clock we stopped to take on wood at 
a lone house on the Dakotahrile of the river, dfceen 






wiles below the last named city, we stopped here 
tor the night. r * 

November 7. - We were detained at the lone 
houste. [on accountof a head wind] until four o’clock 
when we again started on our win ling way. Af car 
sailing seven miles we passed Bonhomme Town

Captain Mott and the Second Pilot, who were out 
on a hunting expedition, after blowing tbe whistle 
a dozM time*, they made their appearance, crawl¬ 
ing along under the willows that grew on the water’s 
edge-, they had no game, but said- they had fired at 
u rabbit and missed it. The boat then star ten, and 
we sailed along, down, feeling as if we were reach¬ 
ing civilization once more. During the tore noon 
we passed some smail cities which go by the names 
of Frankfort and Tepeota, but they not having more 
three houses each, tneie is no use to dwell upon 
them. 

Eighceen miles below Bonhomme, we passed 
Sinhtty Bears Carrrp, this is a low, marshy bottom 
on theDakotah side of the river, and is where '‘Smut¬ 
ty Be ir,” a leading chief ot the Yankton Indians, 
had his camp many many'years ago. 

During the morning we got aground twice, but 
got off.without- much difficulty My readers will 
notice id the List of the population of Dakotah, 
I have set the population of whites down at 500. it 
should have been 5000.
